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Claims 1-15 have previously been cancelled. The active claims are 16-38 of 

which claims 16, 18, 20, 23, 26, 30, 32, 35 and 37 are independent claims. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 61 9 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 20-25 and 30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 

invention as that of claims 1-14 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,751 ,667. This is a double 

patenting rejection. 

Details of the rejection have already been set forth in the last Office action. The 
details are incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

In the communication filed on 1 1/30/2005, Applicants admit that some forms of 
volatile memory are faster than some forms of non-volatile memory, but contend that 
the reverse is also true. The Examiner relies on the former in his rejection. 

In view of the Terminal Disclaimer filed on 1 1/30/2005, the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection of claims 16-19, 26-29 and 35-38 is withdrawn. 

In view of the amendment filed on 1 1/30/2005, the Section 112 rejection is 
withdrawn. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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Claims 16-19, 26-29 and 35-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Tedesco (UCP 6,421,651). 

Details of the rejection have already been set forth in the last Office action. The 
details are incorporated herein by reference thereto. 

Applicants are correct in that the Section 103 rejection over Tedesco does not 
include claims 33 and 34. The error is regretted. 

In the communication, Applicants said that there is no showing in Tedesco to split 
portions of the identifier storage. It is noted that there is no splitting of anything recited in 
the claims. Rather, the claims recite to store an identifier in a volatile memory and a 
copy thereof in non-volatile memory. The properties of volatile and non-volatile memory 
and their application are well known in the art. See Davis (USP 4,959,774). It would 
have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to store a working copy of data 
in the processor RAM (volatile memory) and a copy in non-volatile memory to prevent 
lost of data in power interrupt. 

As to the arguments based on the problem the instant invention is intended to solve, 
firstly, the intended use is not in the claims and secondly, the intended use is not 
patentable distinct over Tedesco. The Tedesco reference meets all claim limitations. 

Applicant's arguments filed 11/30/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive.
